Improper

Fire officials continue to 
investigate a downtown fire that 
condemned a Barnard Street 
building and destroyed the two 
business located there. 

Fire Chief Chuck Murnane 
said he continues to work with 
state fire officials to determine 
what caused the blaze on Mon- 
day, June 30. As of Townsman 
presstime, the cause was still 
undetermined. 

The fire broke out about 2 
a.m. in the building at 19 
Barnard St., which housed 
Andover Livery and Harkins 
Real Estate.

Murnane did say “careless 
smoking” is being looked at by 
fire officials as a possible cause. 
He said two Livery employees 
were the last people in the build- 
ing and left at about 12:50 a.m. 
Flames were noticed by some- 
one at the nearby Park Street 
Pub about an hour later. 

“We are unable to rule out 
smoking materials at this time,” 
said Murnane, noting that the 
two Livery employees were 
“heavy smokers.” 

The fire happened on the 
same day Andover Livery was 
to start a three-day shutdown 
ordered by selectmen. The com- 
pany had accrued several viola- 
tions and selectmen closed them 
down for three consecutive 
days, starting June 30. 

Murnane said he never sus- 
pected foul play, noting that the 
shutdown was just a coincidence 
with the fire. 

Meanwhile, Murnane said it 
is most likely the condemned 
building will be taken down. 
Owned by Lally Realty of 
Andover, it dates back to the late 
1800s. But the fire damage is so 
severe that even town preserva- 
tion supporters agree it should 
come down. 

Murnane said the owner’s 
insurance company is still visit- 
ing the site and needs more time 
before issuing a report. He 
expects the building to come 
down in a couple of weeks.

Summer sizzle, no fizzle 


Increased fees not seen keeping people from Pomps

Despite another increase in 
the cost to use Pomps Pond all 
summer, the town is selling the 
same number of parking stick- 
ers it has in previous years, say 
Department of Community 
Services workers. However, 
those lounging on the beach 
front this Tuesday offered a 
mixed reaction to the price 
change. 

Some pond-goers are opting 
for $10 day passes because they 
say the season-long sticker 
price is too high. But there are 
also plenty of pond supporters 
who say the price is still right 
and Andover is lucky to have a 
such a place to cool off. 

A Pomps Pond sticker costs 
$60 this summer - a more than 
70-percent increase since the 
summer of 2001. Last year, a 
Pomps sticker was $50 and the 
year before it was $35. But this 
year’s sticker sales have kept 
pace with last year’s sales, 
according to Recreation Direc- 
tor Kim Stamas, who said the 
number of stickers issued was 
not available. DCS workers say 
no one has complained to them 
about the 20-percent increase 
over last year’s cost. 

Christen Curran of Apache 
Avenue is certainly pleased to 
have Pomps Pond in town, but 
she believes the sticker cost is a 
bit pricey. She paid $10 for a 
day pass on Tuesday. It was her 
second visit to the pond this 
summer,

“T think it’s a little high,” she 
said of the $60 sticker price. “I 
just don’t know if I'll be here 
six times, so I am doing day 
passes. 

Laurie Sorota of Carmel 
Road is in the same boat. She 
said the pond’s history of bacte- 
ria problems in August caused 


her to balk at paying $60. She 
too, has opted for a day-by-day 
approach and paid $10 for a 
day pass 

“I’m not complaining,” she 
Stressed. “I just think if you pay 
$60, you would come a lot and 
we go other places, so it wasn't

essary to restrict his board from 
talking to the press once a vote 
has been taken. 

But, until a final vote is 
taken, he agrees officials should 
limit comments to public hear- 
ings. 

“What happens is misinfor- 
mation gets out there,” when 
people comment outside of 
meetings, he said. 

Salafia said he is not aware of 
any incident that precipitated 
Urbelis’ recommendation, and 
he did not know exactly how the 
idea was formed. But the idea is 
now a new practice of the Plan- 
ning Board. 

“The last thing I want to do is 
hide information,” Salafia said. 

Town employees will also 
follow the same policy to elimi- 
nate the appearance of an 
employee lobbying for a partic- 
ular vote. 

When asked what effect this 
could have on the slant of media 
coverage and the information 
the public receives — since peo- 
ple coming before boards could 
comment and express their 
views, while experts, working 
for the town and on town com- 
mittees, would remain mum 
Salafia responded it could be 
“dangerous.” 

“I don’t know how to solve 
that problem for you,” he said. 
“[ think it is going to restrict 
some of the information you 
get.

right for us.” 

Ilona Fahony, a nanny who 
cares for two children and 
brought them to the pond for 
swimming lessons, said the fam- 
ily she works for easily paid the 
$150 it costs for both child’s 
swimming lessons and the sea- 
son pass. But, she thinks “a 
wealthy town like Andover” 
should provide better facilities. 


She said the concession stand 
and bathroom area are “embar- 
rassingly minimal.” She said 
money from the sticker increase 
should be spent to improve 
those areas. 

Other moms were eager to 
share their pleasure with the 
pond, saying it is great to have a 
swimming hole to use when the 
temperature soars. 

“It’s a wonderful little spot,” 
said Brenda Bryan of Olympia 
Way, who has forked over $150 
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to enjoy Pomps Pond this sum- 
mer. Her daughters, Gates, 5, 
and Flynn, 3, also take swim- 
ming lessons, which cost $45 
per child. 

“It’s not too crowded and my 
kids take the lessons, play for 
awhile, and then we can go 
home,” she said. “Other beaches 
are well over $10 to park, so I 
think the money spent here is 
fine.” 

Tricia Schwartz of Miles Cir- 
cle has also spent $150 this sum- 
mer to enjoy Pomps and provide 
her two children with lessons. 

“You get a shower, a conces- 
sion stand, and lots of life- 
guards,” she said. “I think it’s 
well worth the money.” 


Residents realize reason 

Budget woes prompted DCS 
to increase the sticker price this 
year. Lifeguard salaries keep 
going up and that is one of the 
biggest costs at the pond, Sta- 
mas said. Andover has to stay 
competitive to attract lifeguards, 
she added. Lifeguards make a 
starting salary of $8 an hour in 
Andover. Twelve are working at 
Pomps this summer. 

Stamas also said the pond is 
nowhere near self-sufficient. 

“We figured it would cost 
about $245 for a sticker for the 
pond to be self-sufficient,” she 
said. “And, we know there is no 
way we could ever charge that.” 

She said residents who use 
Pomps have been understanding 
about the sticker increase as they 
are well aware other towns have 
also increased their fees because 
of budget woes. For example, a 
sticker for North Andover’s 
town pond jumped from $35 to 
$50 this summer. 

“It’s the state of the econo- 


my,” Stamas said of the 
increase. “I think people realize 
this.”

A Lowell man allegedly assaulted an 
Andover policeman and ran last week.

he says. “Some people turned 
around and said, ‘No.’ Every- 
body’s hurting. I understand 
that.” 

According to Silverman, it 
wasn’t an easy task to try and 
raise the $15,000. Going into it 
with some money left over from 
previous years was helpful, but 
fund-raising efforts still came up 
short, he said. 

Last-minute collections did 
chip away at the deficit. Kids 
from the Department of Com- 
munity Services walked through 
the crowds with buckets and 
raised an additional $750 July 3, 
the night of the fireworks. 
“There were three of them that 
came and did a super job for 
me,” says Silverman. 

Police estimated between 
6,000 and 7,000 people showed 
up in town to watch the fire- 
works, says Silverman. It was a 
28-minute display with a double 
finale of explosions. “We had a 
great crowd and an appreciative 
crowd,” he says. 


Fireworks future 

What does turning up short 
this year mean for next year? 

“It doesn’t give us any cush- 
ion,” says Silverman. “It will be 
a tough road if we have to do it 
this way.” 

Silverman says he has not 
decided if he will continue his 
fund-raising efforts. He says 
starting from zero and not being 
able to count on large donations 
could make it impossible to col- 
lect the entire amount. He guess- 
es the bill for next year will be 
around $16,000 to $18,000, 
including the money to pay for 
fire and police details. 

“T haven't raised that (before) 
and I can’t raise that. There’s no 
way I can raise that,” he says. 


sought 


Silverman — and some town 
officials - say it is too early to 
predict how residents will react 
next year to the idea of adding 
back the cost of fireworks into 
the budget. 

“I don’t want to make that 
decision until next spring, when 
we have to,” says Selectman Ray 
Hender. 

The fireworks article went to 
this year’s Town Meeting with- 
out a recommendation from the 
selectmen due to a tie vote 
among board members. Select- 
men Mary Lyman and Hender 
were against recommending the 
town spend money on fireworks 
with the town in a tight financial 
situation. Selectmen John Hess 
and Ted Teichert were in favor of 
the town spending $9,000 on 
fireworks. Brian Major was 
absent for the vote. 

Hender says he believed the 
town could not afford fireworks 
and if he had to make the deci- 
sion today he would again have 
to vote against them. If next 
year’s economic situation is dif- 
ferent, Hender says his vote 
could change, but he believes the 
economy “could be as bad or 
worse.” 

Hender notes having fire- 
works in town heightens com- 
munity spirit, but the question he 
has to ask is, can the town afford 
it? 

Teichert says fireworks are 
worth the expense and he is 
already planning to support next 
year’s fireworks article. 

“[ just don’t think it’s a lot of 
money, and that somehow we 
can find the money in the budget 
throughout the year,” he says.

Powder Mill Square 


Town says reported deal 
on project has no standing

A tentative settlement of a 
lawsuit by neighbors opposed 
to a housing development at 
Powder Mill Square has not 
been presented to the town and 
has no official standing, Plan- 
ning Director Stephen Colyer 
said. 

Colyer was aware of the 
terms of the proposed agree- 
ment between developers 
Northpoint Realty Trust and 
Joyce Terrace residents Peter 
M. Hadley and Donna J. 
Hadley, but was surprised when 
Northpoint’s Louis P. Minicuc- 
ci detailed the plan in an Eagle- 
Tribune article last week, he 
said. 

The revised plan reduces the 
development on North Main 
and Stevens streets from 72 to 
60 units, changes them from 
rentals to condominiums, and 
eliminates 65,000 square feet of 
office space, Minicucci said. 

Colyer last heard about the 
settlement of the May 2000 suit 
as a preliminary “gentleman’s 
agreement’ during an executive 
session in early May, he said. 

Because the Hadleys sued 
the Planning Board in addition 
to Northpoint, they must give 
the board notice that they have 
dropped the suit. Only then can 
the board begin reviewing the 
new development plan, Colyer 
said. “One of the main purposes 
of the meeting in May was, if 
there is a settlement and the 
project comes back in another

life, to lay the groundwork for 
the process from here on out,” 
he said this week. “Basically, 
the developer will have to start 
from scratch.” 

Neighbors who opposed the 
original plan said it would 
worsen flooding from the 
Shawsheen River during big 
storms, which have ravaged the 
neighborhood in the past. They 
argued waste that rises out of 
the sewer system after heavy 
rains would contaminate the 
medical office building pro- 
posed for the development and 
pose a hazard to residents. 

After the Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission 
approved the plan, the Hadleys 
sued Northpoint and the town. 
A group of neighbors also 
asked for a state environmental 
review of the project, and when 
the request was denied, 
appealed the decision to the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

Colyer said he is waiting to 
see details of the new design, 
but said he would tend to favor 
any plan that does not build 
commercial space on the Shaw- 
sheen River floodplain and 
maintains the area as a park or 
open space. 

“T understand it’s now totally 
residential, and there wasn’t 
going to be any encroachment 
into the flood hazard zone,” he 
said. “From those couple of 
aspects alone, it’s probably a 
step forward, toward the good.”

Victoria Vezina, Salience human 
resources director, said only the Chica- 
go office that was closed after a signif- 
icant drop-off in business there, but 
confirmed Beatus’ other claims. Beatus 
contends that the lay-off and pay-loss 
affected employees in offices across the 
country that were subcontracted to the 
same Salience client. His office includ- 


ed 12 to 14 people. 


Again, Vezina said only the Chicago 
employees were laid off and that they 
were paid their salaries, but denied 


commissions. 


Vezina said Salience is still working 
out details with its Chicago client - 
which Beatus claimed was AT&T, but 
Vezina wouldn’t comment on — that 
Beatus and other employees were 
working for. She says Salience wants to 
pay the employees their commissions. 
“That’s the expectation,” said Vezina. 

Vezina also acknowledged that 
Salience had not returned calls of 
employees, claiming “an inability to 
address the issue at this time.” 

In the meantime, Beatus said he and 
others have been left hanging — not 
knowing if they will be paid and not 
sure whether to proceed with a lawsuit. 
Beatus said he has called the Depart-

tering more red tape than satisfaction 
down that road. 

Beatus said his base salary was 
around $20,000 and he relied On Com- 
missions to pay his bills. He said he and 
others are owed commission checks for 
the last two months they Were 
employed.

“I’m facing 
eviction,” he said. 

Beatus said while he worked for the 
business he made 50 to 60 sales calls a 
day, getting businesses to switch their 
long-distance service. “We worked our 
tails off for that company,” he said. 

Salience is a privately owned Com- 
pany located at Brickstone Square, off 
York Street in Andover. Bob Stockard, 
the owner of Salience, was invited to 
comment further for this story, but did 
not return calls or e-mails. 

According to the Salience Web site, 
Stockard started the outsourcing Com- 
pany under the name Sales Staffers in 
1993 to put together an 18-state, 1,200- 
member sales force to launch MCI’s 
“Friends and Family” program. 

Since then it has claimed Hewlett 
Packard and Microsoft Corporation as 
clients.

suspended license

An attorney from Andover has agreed to an 
indefinite suspension of his license after a legal 
watchdog board accused him of billing his clients 
for $68,000 in personal expenses without their 
knowledge. 

John R. Hallal, a Bellevue Road resident and 
former partner at the Boston law firm Gadsby Han- 
nah, can’t practice law until the Supreme Judicial 
Court rules otherwise, according to the Board of 
Bar Overseers, which investigates complaints 
against Massachusetts lawyers. 

Hallal began billing certain personal expenses to 
his unknowing clients about two years ago, board 


| attorney Daniel C. Crane wrote in a petition he 


filed with the court. In May, during a routine 
review of bills and expenses at Gadsby Hannah, 
Hallal reported what he had done. 

“As a result of this conduct, (Hallal) poses a 


| threat of harm or potential harm to existing or 


potential clients,” Crane told the court. After he 
revealed the billings, Hallal quit the firm, the peti- 
tion said. 

When the board brought the case forward last 
month, Hallal waived his right to a hearing and 
accepted the suspension June 23 without admitting 
guilt. 

Gadsby Hannah reimbursed the clients for the 
improper billings. Hallal paid the firm some of the 


| money and signed a promissory note for the 


remaining amount. 

Hallal faces a reprimand or disbarment, or could 
win his license back. Hallal and Gadsby Hannah 
did not return calls seeking comment on Monday. 

As part of the court agreement, Hallal must tell 
his clients about his suspension, inform any courts 
where he has cases, resign certain appointments 
and submit an affidavit certifying he has complied 
with the agreement's stipulations. 

A 1991 graduate of Boston College Law 
School, Hallal specializes in litigation, appeals, and 
employment law, according to the Web site of Mer- 
itas, an alliance of law firms of which Gadsby Han- 


nah is a member. 


His clients included Duke Energy, Med Diversi- 
fied and DTE Energy Service, according to the 
Web site. He has published articles on whistle- 
blowers and on the Internet’s effect on law, and 
worked as a volunteer for Massachusetts Mental 
Health Legal Advisors.

Bands have been known to throw a concert to get 
behind a good cause. A group of Andover High School 
student musicians decided they could too - and the gamble 
paid off, netting $1,000 for AHS. 

Dale Spollett, John Prochilo and Ryan Durkin were the 
brains behind Band-Fest, which took place May 23 

“All of us were really involved in the music depart- 
ment,” said Spollett. “We're all very upset about the budget 
and things getting cut and we wanted to do something 
about it.” 

The boys decided to put together a concert in the AHS 
field house, but it wasn’t as easy as getting the bands 
together and setting a date. The field house needed to be 
rented, and participating students each put down $20 to 
pay for the janitor fee and the police detail. The bands fea- 


tured were Spollett and Prochilo’s Atlantic Highway, Barn 
Man, SMV, and Simple Sam. 

The concert drew a crowd of students and adults who 
bought tickets and also bought raffle tickets to vie for gift 
certificates donated by local businesses 

The students got back their initial investments and 
raised $1,000 after expenses. To net this amount, each of 
the roughly 35 participating band members chipped in $5 
for their school, The bands donated the money to Principal 
Peter Anderson and, despite their obvious interest in 
music, left it up to him to decide how to best spend it.

What follows is their review of the 13-book series The 
Series of Unfortunate Events by Lemony Snicket. 


Dear Readers, 

If we were you, we would drop this dastardly news- 
paper article, and run away as fast as our pathetic legs 
could carry us, because The Series of Unfortunate 
Events it reviews is as dreadful and as gloomy as any 
book series imaginable. 

This sentence is how author Lemony Snicket might 
begin one of his tragic stories of how the Baudelaire 
children live their miserable lives. 

Snicket begins the series by telling the dark tale of 
how the Baudelaires lost not only their parents, but their 


home and all of their belonging in a terrible fire one day 
Here starts what seems to be an endless stream of terri-

As money woes force Merri- 
mack Valley communities to lay 
off teachers, a decade-long drive 
to funnel more educators into 
classrooms has slammed into 
reverse. 

The Education Reform law 
adopted in 1993 was designed to 
improve schools in communities 
across Massachusetts. The state 
sent billions of dollars to local 
leaders, who revamped curricula 
and added teachers to provide 
more individual instruction for 
students. 

Five Merrimack Valley com- 
munities — Methuen, Lawrence, 
Andover, North Andover and 
Haverhill — added a total of 523 
teachers from 1993 through 
2002. But with eroding school 
budgets, the trend of adding 
teachers is reversing, even as stu- 
dent populations increase. 

This year’s reductions in state 
money have four of those Valley 
communities cutting close to 
100 teachers in total, as well as 
assistant teachers, librarians and 
support staff. Methuen has man- 
aged to avoid layoffs, thanks in 
part to an extra $800,000 in state 
education aid it will receive in 
the coming year. 

In communities that must lay 
off teachers, educators and local 
officials say the result will be 
larger classes and fewer special- 
ists in elementary schools, weak- 
ening students’ preparation for 
high school. They could end up 
having a tougher time passing

the MCAS test — a graduation 
requirement under Education 
Reform. 

Special education teachers 
will be stretched thin, making it 
harder to integrate special needs 
children into regular classrooms, 
administrators said. As elective 
classes are eliminated, students 
who would have been motivated 
by music, the arts or shop class- 
es could fall between the cracks. 

At the same time, fiscal 
hawks argue the cuts will reveal 
whether test scores can rise 
despite the larger class sizes and 
the loss of non-core subjects. 
One anti-tax group argues the 
number of teachers has grown 
more than necessary since Edu- 
cation Reform passed 10 years 
ago, simply because more 
money was available. 


Cities gained most 

The Education Reform Act 
was in response to a court order 
requiring more equal school 
funding in different cities. It had 
significant impact in urban dis-

tricts like Haverhill and 
Lawrence, helping them hire 
teachers more quickly than they 
took on new students. Haver- 
hill’s student enrollment grew 18 
percent in the decade ending in 
2002, according to the Depart- 
ment of Education Web site. It 
increased its teaching staff 30 
percent — from 444 to 578 — over 
roughly the same period. This 
summer Haverhill is laying off 
an estimated 45 teachers and 30 
other school employees. 

In Lawrence, the number of 
teaching positions has climbed 
21 percent in the last 10 years, 
from 749 to 903, while student 
enrollment grew 18 percent, 
from 10,865 to 12,831. The city 
receives almost all of the money 
for its $110 million school bud- 
get from the state. 


The suburban difference 
During the decade of Educa- 
tion Reform, Andover’s teaching 
staff grew 9 percent — from 396 
in 1993 to 433 in 2002.

Town: More phones for less

Andover expects to save 
approximately $8,000 on it’s cel- 
lular phone expenses this fiscal 
year — even though it will use 
more phones — by putting every 
department on the same plan. 

Town departments have a 
total of 91 cell phones. The town 
had 83 phones last year, accord- 
ing to a survey conducted last 
January by Nicholas DiRosario, 
a management intern at Town 
Offices. While town departments 
used both Nextel and Verizon 
previously, the town saw poten- 
tial savings in having all depart- 
ments switch to a Nextel agree- 
ment. A state contract allows 
town employees to piggy-pack 
onto a Nextel deal that offers 
better rates and “direct connect,” 
a bonus walkie-talkie feature. 

Bill Fahey, director of 
Andover Youth Services, and his 
team took advantage of this 
opportunity and added six new 
phones to the department. Youth 
services now has 10. Two weeks 
into the new wireless deal, Fahey 
says it has made it easier for him 
to communicate with his staff. 
The department should shave 
about $330 a year off the total 
cost of its phone budget even 
with the addition phones, he 
Says. 

Fahey says he paid $196.93 
for 10 new phones. After buying 
two, the rest cost 99 cents each. 
Three of the phones will be used 
year-round and the others will 
only be active during the sum- 
mer months. Fahey says in previ- 
ous years his department was 
charged a shut off fee for the two 
cell phones that used to be sea- 
sonal. 

“We have no shut off fees, no

contract. It’s great,” says Fahey. 

Each department is linked 
separately to the service and may 
have different plans based on the 
needs of the department, but 
everyone is switching to Nextel, 
says Joe Piantedosi, plant and 
facilities director. 

There are seven cell phones 
throughout the plant and facili- 
ties department. 

With the push of a button 
foremen can speak to three out 
of the four supervisors in the 
plant and facilities department. 
Two foremen were given cell 
phones about a year and a half 
ago, says Piantedosi. A weekend 
and holiday security guard has 
had one for about a year. 

According to Piantedosi, 
everyone in his department 
switched over to Nextel roughly 
eight months ago, after he deter- 
mined it was the best provider. 

“We always shop around. We 
saved at least $10 a month (per 
phone),” he says, by going 
through the state contract. 

He says the bill for his phones 
runs around $39 per month, but 
individual department bills vary 
depending on the plan. 

Fire, police and public works 
were the first departments to 
have Nextel phones. 

Jack Petkus says his depart- 
ment has used Nextel for about 
two years and the switch cut his 
bills by about one-third. His 
department has 21 phones. 

“It’s been great for everyone,” 
says Petkus, adding it opens the 
lines for communication 
between departments. 

Petkus says it’s more reliable 
than using two-way radios 
because they are more portable 
and callers can leave a message

if the worker is occupied. 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo 
says some people view having 
cell phones as a luxury, but in 
many cases it proves to be a 
necessity. He says times and 
demands have changed. Having 
the SWAT team and other town 
and state agencies just a click 
away can be crucial. 

Pattullo says he can see the 
benefit of some of the other 
departments gaining the advan- 
tages of Nextel and direct con- 
nect service, including youth ser- 
vices. 

The police department spends 
about $10,000 per year on cell 
phones and pagers, says Pattullo. 
There are 16 phones and 19 
pagers used by the department. 

“It’s a cost we're always look- 
ing at,” he says. 

Pattullo says during the bud- 


increased staffing allowed a 
range of improvements: High 
school students could take more 
academic classes to improve 
their college admissions; ele- 
mentary school children had 
more specialists and individual- 
ized instruction; and teachers 
were better trained to implement 
state curriculum guidelines. 

“We've had small groups — 
five kids that need help with sub- 
ject X on one side of the room, 
and five kids on the other side 
who need help with subject Y,” 
Bach said. “You're accelerating 
their learning. And now we're 
losing or reconfiguring the jobs 
of those people who work close- 
ly with the students.” 

The district is laying off 29 
teachers, cutting work hours and 
consolidating jobs — eliminating 
a total of 53 positions. Some of 
the biggest cuts are in elemen- 
tary physical education classes, 
which are being cut in half, and 
health classes, which classroom 
teachers will take over from spe- 
cialists. 

Bach described laying off 
teachers as painful to her and 
harmful to students, and dis- 
missed arguments that staff was 
added unnecessarily in the 
1990s. 

“The so-called ‘fattening-up’ 
of staff gave students the kind of 
educational resources that made 
a substantial difference in their 
achievement, which really esca- 
lated during those years,” she 
said.

get process the department 
reviewed its cellular-phone 
expenses and found no misuse. 
None of the phones exceeded the 
plan limits, he says. Pattullo 
believes it would cost the town 
more to have a townwide radio 
system than to have the direct 
connect feature. 

“Communication is key. It’s a 
necessity,” says Fire Chief 
Charles Murnane. “We have to 
be able to talk to each other.” 

Murnane says being better 
connected offers the departments 
more privacy in discussing sensi- 
tive matters. Using the scanner 
could cause panic when it comes 
to discussing issues such as sus- 
picious packages, and fire and 
police use different scanner fre- 
quencies, he says. 

The fire department has 13 
cellular phones. Murnane says 
not all of the phones belong to 
employees. Some of the phones 
stay with specific vehicles and 
have replaced older phones that 
were hard-wired into the trucks 
and ambulances. “It’s a better 
deal than what we had before, 
and we got more phones,” says 
Murnane. 

“T can tell, for the most part, it 
looks reasonable to me,” says 
Steve Buccuzo looking over a 
list of how many cellular phones 
are in each department. “These 
people go out on the street, 
they’re doing inspections, 
they’ re out of the office.” 

Buccuzo says it seems like 
common sense for all the town 
departments to use Nextel since 
it could save money and increase 
communication options. 

“Whether it is going to be a 
true savings, time will tell,” he 
says. 
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Open up, 
not clam up 


F sie IT. KEEP IT UNDER YOUR HAT. Don’t share your 
opinions with the public, or with the press. That 
is the new policy adopted by the Andover Planning 
Board regarding issues it will vote on during public 
hearings. It has done so on the recommendation of 
Town Counsel Tom Urbelis. 

Under the policy, even town planners — people 
whose salaries are paid by residents’ taxes — would 
be required to keep their expert opinions to them- 


selves. And Urbelis has offered his lip-sealing advice | 


to four other boards — selectmen, zoning, conserva- 


tion and health. If they follow the Planning Board’s | 


lead, they will create a town run by fear of lawsuit, 
rather than by democratic discourse. 

Here is a possible scenario as a result of the Plan- 
ning Board’s decision: A planning official is 
approached by a well-meaning and concerned resi- 
dent about a public matter coming before a board. 
Because of the new policy, the Planning Board mem- 
ber refuses to discuss the issue with the resident and 
tells that person to come to the board’s next meeting 
if he or she wants to know the member’s opinion. 

This not only makes for a shabby democratic gov- 
ernment, but a shabby community.

They don’t need a blanket gag order. But residents do 
need open, responsive government. In fact, they 
deserve it. 


Selectmen, who are elected by their fellow resi- | 


dents to represent them, should never adopt such a 
policy. Neither should the volunteer Zoning Board 


of Appeals, Conservation Commission or Board of | 


Health. Such boards were created to serve the public, 
not keep them in the dark about how officials plan to 
run the town.

The buzz about beckreping: Get bees through mail 


and wanted to start a new colony 
— a beehive coming-of-age 
moment for him. 

The bee spectacle was less a 
threat to humans because they 
had gorged themselves on honey 
to make the transition to a new 
home, said Lindsay. They were 
docile, sleepy. “It’s like overeat- 
ing,” he said. He cut down the 
tree limb and literally dumped 
the sleepy bees into a new hive 
box. 

Lindsay, 46, started keeping 
bees 30 years ago. There have 
been a handful of beekeepers in 
Andover for many years. In fact, 
Lindsay got the beekeeping bug 
from a friend at Phillips Acade- 
my, and that friend learned from 
another Ballardvale resident.

Some 
people also swear 
that bee stings help 
arthritic joints, he 
said, but he hasn’t 
tried it. 

Martha Lindsay 
said their neighbors 
are kind about the 
bees that flutter 
through their yards 
looking for pollen or 
water.

Some 
beekeepers take it as a matter of 
course,” he said. His record is 
good. He estimates he has suf- 
fered only 12 stings in 30 years. 
One time — it does happen — “I 
got a bee in my bonnet. That was 
not fun,” said Lindsay. 

After donning his gear, Lind- 
say then got his smoker ready. It 


The oil combats mites that 
attack bees.

Nancy Mangion, of Beekeep- 
ers Warehouse, said Andover is 
perfect for beekeeping because 
of conservation land and wetland 
in town.

In 
addition, Mangion said beekeep- 
ers are doing a service to the 
environment.

Ballardvale United Church welcomes its ‘familiar’ pastor

FTER FOUR YEARS Of lis- 
tening to sermons at Bal- 
lardvale United Church, 
the Rev. Dave Myers will give 
his first sermon there as the pas- 
tor of the church this Sunday, 
July 13.

N AN AGE RELIANT on the 

communicative advantages 

of the Internet, there are 
some who prefer an older, more 
personal method of talking with 
strangers around the world — 
amateur radio. 

Amateur radio enthusiasts, or 
“hams,” as they are known, use 
radios to communicate, for 
either their own pleasure or for 
public-safety purposes. 

Hams may use their radios for 
anything from general conversa- 
tion with other hams — referred 
to as “rag-chewing” - to public 
service, such as helping prepare 
for emergencies. Many town 
events enjoyed by Andover resi- 
dents, such as the Brickstone 
Square tree-lighting ceremony 
and last week's fireworks dis- 
play, operate smoothly because 
of local hams’ efforts, in con- 
junction with police, to coordi- 
nate traffic. 

The group that makes this 
possible locally is known as the 
Emergency Communications 
Volunteers, and is headed by 
Andover resident Ed Goonyep

Mr. Carpenter was a book 
binder by trade and worked at 
binderies all over the United 
States. He was skilled in all 
aspects of both hand- and 
machine-binding. He twice 
worked for the Northeast Docu- 
ment Conservation Center in 
Andover. 

Friends treasure the minia- 
ture books he made for them, 
whether they were individual 
books, book pins, or book 
“mobiles.” 

He also painted, particularly 
scenes from the Appalachian 
Trail, and once wrote a book 
called Tale of the Long Trail. He 
was proud of his Indian heritage 
and loved hiking and the out- 
doors, they said. 

He was also an inspired and 
inventive cook, who could rum- 
mage through an apparently 
empty pantry and come up with 
a feast. And, he delighted in sto- 
rytelling and puns. 

In April, 1997 he underwent 
an emergency quadruple heart 
bypass and suffered a stroke 
during the surgery. After this he 
was unable to work, read, or 
even speak coherently much of 
the time, although he improved 
somewhat over the years. 

When he moved into 
Andover public housing, he 
became a familiar figure around 
town. His 6-feet, 5-inch frame, 
long black hair (sometimes in 
braids), and ever-present head- 
phones made him a recogniz- 
able character around town.

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By Thea Shapiro 

ecause of their love 

of history and antiq- 

uities, Carroll and 
Elaine Bailey bought the 
200-year-old Rose Cottage 
on Chestnut Street in 1996. 

Since then, they have 
worked with an architect, 
contractor and carpenter to 
bring the 1784 cottage up-to- 
date, while maintaining the 
integrity of the architecture. 
The major change they 

made was to extend the 
kitchen to create a larger eat- 
in space. The new kitchen 
has the feel of the old house, 
but with all the modern con- 
veniences. 
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Elaine Bailey now calls the 
old kitchen — complete with 
its original fireplace and 
graffiti on the mantel — “the 
keeping room.” The graffiti 
includes names and doodles 
from different people who 
may have lived in the house 
more than 100 years ago. 
The walls of the keeping 
room are unusual, and made 
of 18- to 20-inch-wide wood 
panels. Before the American 
Revolution, many of the 
largest trees were reserved 
for the King’s navy, and so 
much larger pieces of wood 
could have been uncommon. 
Legend has it, that the largest

trees were marked to be used 
as masts on the English king’s 
ships, according to Julie Mof- 
ford, director of education and 
research at the Andover His- 
torical Society 
There were oak floorboards 
in the keeping room and 
entrance hall when the Baileys 
first saw the house. Elaine Bai- 
ley was surprised when the 
contractor suggested ripping 
them up. The contractor 
thought the original floors had 
to be underneath. She was 
right, and now there are long, 
wide floorboards that cover the 
loors, from the keeping room 
to the opposite side of the 
ouse. Other changes made by 
the Baileys include widening 
he hallway between the old to 
new kitchen; old wood, 
recycled from within the

house, and updating and 
enlarging the bat hroom. 
[The house has all the 


charms of the late 1700s. There 


are a whopping five fireplaces. 
In fact, the upstairs guest bed 
room floor still displays burn 
marks from years of fireplace 
use. The home also boasts wide 
floorboards, wood paneling 
and batten doors (doors made 
of thin slates of wood used hor- 
izontally or vertically). The 
first floor has 6 foot, 8 inch 
ceilings in its six rooms, the 
kitchen, bathroom, keeping 
room, rooms known as the first 
and second best parlors, and a 
small bedroom. On the second 
floor are two bedrooms, a bath- 
room and a small room thought 
to be a nursery. 

Because the second story’s 
ceiling height is only 6 feet 4 
inches, the Baileys decided to 
add a dormer for more head- 
room and light. They replaced 
an old, leaky skylight with an 
“A” dormer in keeping with 
the style of the dormers at the 
front of the house. 

The house also has an 
unusual feature, called a 
“Ship’s Stairway.” Elaine Bai- 


The rich history of 
Rose Cottage 


All houses have their sto- 
ries. Built in 1784 by black- 
smith Abner Abbot, the Rose 
Cottage has a more stories than 
most. 

Abbot sold the property in 
1796 to Squire John Kneeland, 
a merchant, lawyer and mem- 
ber of the state legislature. In 
1825 when an aging General 
Marquis de Lafayette was vis- 
iting Boston to lay the corner- 
stone of the Bunker Hill Mon- 
ument, he was invited to speak 
to the students at Phillips 
Academy. While in Andover, 
he was formally greeted by 
Squire Kneeland and Lafayette 
addressed a few local residents 
on the steps of the Rose Cot- 
tage. Lafayette also shared 
grog in the best parlor, as the 
story goes. 

From 1837 through 1843, 
the cottage was used as the 
first rectory of Christ Church. 
The Rev. Samuel Fuller lived 
there. 

The Kneeland family sold 
the property to Timothy Foster 
in 1847. William and Sarah 
Marland, along with other 
family members lived in the 
house for two years. 

Then, from 1849 through 
1859 the house was again used 
as a rectory by Christ Church, 
with Rev. Samuel Fuller 
returning there. + 

The property was then 
bought by Martha Lawton 
(Marland) Punchard from the 
Foster heirs in 1852. In 1911

Abraham and Elizabeth Mar- 
land lived in the cottage. Mrs. 
Marland was not a big fan of 
the cottage. She built a more 
modern home with high ceil- 
ings and larger rooms on the 
north side of her property. This 
is the home at 6 Chestnut St. 

While under the ownership 
of the Marland family from 
1910 through 1912, Elizabeth 
Marland turned the house into a 
tea room called the “Rose Cot- 
tage Tea Room,” the name 
Rose Cottage has stayed with 
the house. The house was rent- 
ed to various tenants over the 
years, until it was sold in 1919 
to the Anderson family, who 
ran an antique shop out of the 
house. The Andersons sold the 
property to the Coffin family in 
1949, 

In September 1996, the Bai- 
leys bought the house from 
Mrs. Lousie Coffin Downs. 
Mrs. Downs wanted to sell the 
house to people who would 
love it. She found them in Car- 
roll and Elaine Bailey. Elaine 
Bailey catalogued, inventoried 
and had antiques appraised at 
Phillips Academy. She served 
on the board of the Aiidover 
Historical Society. Carroll Bai- 
ley taught English and was 
chairman of antiquities and 
artifacts at Phillips Academy. 
The Baileys served as deans at 
Abbot Cluster from 1973 te 
1983. Carroll retired from 
Phillips Academy in 1997.

ley refers to them as “Good 
Morning Stairs.” With banis 
ters on both sides, these stairs 


go straight from the center of 


the hall on the first floor and 
branch off at the top, with 
steps leading to a bedroom on 
either side of the second floor. 

Through the years, several 
families have lived in the Rose 
Cottage. After the Civil War, 
Abraham and Elizabeth Mar- 
land lived in it. Elizabeth Mar- 


land, who was not very fond of 
the house, did some updating, 
adding latticed window, and 
covering exposed beams. Hav- 
ing covered beams was a status 


symbol of the time. (One of 


the window panes still has the 
signature of her descendant, 
W. Marland, engraved in it.) 
She added the back sun porch 
and cabinets in the keeping 
room, making space for a sep- 
arate room, now used as a 


guest room. Mrs. Marland also 
added molding around the 
doors of the second best parlor, 
so called because the best par- 
lor had paneling along one 
entire wall. 

The contractor asked the 
Baileys if they wanted to keep 
the ceiling beams exposed, as 
in the original house, but they 
decided to stay with the look 
the Marlands were after and 
kept them covered. 


The Baileys have turned the 
sun porch into a three-season 
room that has become Carroll 
Bailey’s favorite place to sit 
when he is not working or gar- 
dening. They have also installed 
central air conditioning and 
inside storm windows. The win- 
dows not only keep out the win- 
ter wind but also keep out the 
noise of traffic coming from 
Central and Chestnut streets.

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At some point, most home- 
Owners will hire a contractor to 
work on their house. How does 
one go about finding and hiring 
the right outfit for the job? The 
Office of Consumer Affairs in 
Massachusetts has some tips for 
hiring contractors. 

First, do the research. Ask 
friends, hardware stores and 
local building inspectors for 
information about the project. 
Find out what kind of materials 
will be needed — and their costs. 

Get the names of several 
contractors. Check with 
friends and neighbors who 
have had similar work done. 
Ask home-improvement stores 
and building-supply stores for 
recommendations, as they 
have ongoing relationships 
with contractors. Finally, 
check with the Department of 
Labor and Industries (1-800- 
647-0982) regarding the status 
of the contractor’s license that 
you are considering. 

Get bids. It is a good idea to 
have at least three contractors 
to bid on the project. This is 
normally a free service and is 
helpful when negotiating the 
final contract. Make sure that 
each bid details the full scope 
and cost of the work (includ- 
ing cleanup) as well as the 
types of materials to be used. 

Once all the bids are col- 
lected, take the time to com- 
pare them. Make sure each bid 
includes everything wanted. If 
a bid contains unwanted or 
unneeded items, keep these in 
mind for negotiations with the 
contractor. The lowest bid is 
not always the best. A low-bid- 
der may not have enough 
experience in the particular 
project or may not understand 
the scope of it. 


Signing the contract 
Most contracts should include 


the following: 

* Identification of the contrac- 
tor, including contractor’s 
registration number 


* Total price of the work 


* An exact description of all 
the work to be performed 


* Detailed list of specifications 
and materials 


*Proof of the contractor's

* Payment schedule 


* Any specific promises made 
by the salesperson/contractor 

*The start and completion 
dates 


* Any warranty (for example, a 
home owner’s warranty) 


*A holdback clause which 
allows the homeowner to

Consumers should protect themselves by having a signed 
contact before any work gets started. 


Avoid getting 

‘hot under the 
collar’ during 
home projects 


(WMS) - There are some 
home projects that make 
people sweat just thinking 
about them: fixing leaky 
pipes in a cramped space, 
cleaning out the garage, 
repairing the car, organizing 
the attic and scrubbing the 
floors. These are just a few of 
the projects that are hard work 
no matter when they are tack- 
led. But on a hot summer day, 
they can make people hot 
under the collar in more ways 
than one. 

However, there are several 
ways to make the job a little 
easier. 

First, make sure to have all 
the tools and supplies needed 
before starting a project. 
There’s nothing worse than

getting halfway done, only to 
realize something is missing to 
finish the job. And don’t forget 
to gather everything necessary 
for cleaning up — boxes, trash 
bags, cleaning solution, 
sponges and so forth. 

Second, especially when 
it’s hot outside, it’s important 
to pace oneself. Take frequent 
breaks and drink plenty of flu- 
ids. 

Tackle each project in phas- 
es, and take a break at the com- 
pletion of each part. Doing this 
will not only allow much- 
needed rest, but help a person 
gain a sense of accomplish- 
ment as well. 

Finally, proper ventilation 
in the work area will help keep 
one cool and protect the pro- 
ject from dust and debris. If 
using chemicals like paint or 
varnish, keep the windows 
open to reduce the likelihood 
of any possible harm from 
fumes. A fan can also be help- 
ful.
